Bre. ! =Thoe livellest talk of the aftorncon
wis secompanied by the consideration of
seunte bill No, 64 introduced by Senntor
Mattes of Otoe.  This bill wis in aid of Ne-
braska City, which had voted in favor of is-
sulng §100,000 bondas with which to vulld a
bridigge over the Missouri river at that place.

the election. In the next pluce the vote was
contestidd in the United States court wheee
it wos invalld bescnuse the ward and precinet
boundaries were not the same.  Tho people,
it s elnimed, hold that tho objection to tho
vote Is maintmmed by the  Burlington
rosd, which contemplntes the bullding of
a llne from Ashland to Nebraska Uity
and which would like (0 get the bonds for
ftsclf, The people also cloun that they nre
cut off in communication with the east be-
chuse of tho absenco of the brilge which may
bo used by wagous, nlthongh the Burlington
hus sineo the tirst vote planked its brdge
across tho river.  Ibis thoy cliim, is practic-
ally of no sorviee because thore is room for
but ono track on the bridee and s tenm wan-
nob cross iv in safoty. Bithet the team or
the traln must stop on the river bank when
she other is on the bridge.  As the approsch
an the onst side Is by means of o brestle
mnenrly noile long, it tanpparent, they clalm,
the bridge is practically worthless,

Sonator Beok woved to recommit the bill

To Abolish Pool Rooms,
Lixcony, Neb., Feb. 1i—|Special to Toe
Bre | Among the bills reported  favorbly
from committee of the whole was one intro-
duced by Severin of Lancaster to prohibit
pool selling. The bill provides that ‘uny
person who shall own, keep or operate any
pool room or place where pools shall bo sold,
elther publiciy or privately shall, upon con-
viction be punished by lmprisonment in the
ponitentiory not less than one nor more than
five yoears and pay o flne not exceediug 81,000,
The word *pool’ shall pe construed to includo
sany and all devices for betting, buying or sel-
ling chonees on any race conlést or field,”
Section 2 declares it to bo unlawful to en-
gage in the business of pool hookmaking, and
the term shall mean and include selling or
ofMiring for sale uny deflnite number of
chanees or othor devices for betting on any
PUCe O fuces or  other  contest or tlold what-
ever, whother the sume siall take place in the
atuto or elsewhere. The penalty for this of-
fense is imprisonment not more than five
years and o fine not exceading 81,000,
Mr. Ford thought the law would be o dead
letter if enncted, a4 the penalty was too
stringent to ba enforced.
